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To  the  Chairman  and  Members , 

Colwyn  Bay  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  residents 
in  your  area  during  1957. 

As  usual,  the  report  follows  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

The  statistics  do  not  call  for  special  comment.  They  show  that 
the  birth  rate  has  risen  and  the  death  rate  has  increased  and  that 
we  have  been  relatively  free  from  infectious  diseases. 

From  the  purely  material  aspect,  it  may  be  said  that  Colwyn 
Bay  has  had  a very  healthy  year.  But  more  and  more,  my  work  is 
coming  to  deal  with  mental  health — and  in  this  province,  there  is 
considerable  ill-health.  The  failure  to  provide  an  adequate  number 
of  home — whatever  be  the  reason — has  resulted  in  much 
unhappiness,  in  broken  homes  and  in  mental  disturbance. 

There  is  need  for  many  more  homes  for  young  families — 
three-four  bedroomed  houses.  There  is  also  a need  for  small 
houses  for  elderly  people.  In  a report  prepared  by  the  Borough 
Treasurer,  it  is  shown  that  today  there  are  known  to  us,  twenty- 
seven  persons  over  65  years  of  age  who  are  in  urgent  need  of 
re-housing;  another  thirty-six  are  in  serious  need,  but  somewhat 
less  urgently.  In  all  there  are  162  old  folk  whom  we  feel  are  living 
under  conditions  that  call  for  re-housing. 

I do  not  suggest  that  the  provision  of  new  houses  would  solve 
all  our  problems — they  would  not.  Many  difficulties  are  due  to  the 
“ Welfare  ” or  “ I’ll  leave  it  to  you  ” State.  To  quite  a number 
of  people  “ Welfare  State  ” means  that  they  are  entitled  to  throw 
all  their  responsibilities  on  the  Authorities  and  only  concern  them- 
selves with  their  “ rights.” 

In  Colwyn  Bay,  we  have  the  added  responsibility  of  a very 
large  number  of  old  folk  who  need  some  form  of  help.  The  Health 
Visitors  paid  about  3,000  visits  to  these  people  in  1957  in  order 
to  help  them  or  arrange  for  help  to  be  given. 

In  my  report  I have  noted  that  a considerable  success  in  the 
control  of  tuberculosis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  smallpox  and 
poliomyelitis  has  been  achieved. 
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We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  secure  the  standard  of  food 
hygiene  that  we  desire;  but  constant  effort  is  made  and  it  is  my 
belief  that  while  legislation  can  compel  the  provision  of  equipment, 
only  teaching  can  secure  its  intelligent  use.  Therefore,  we  have 
been  more  concerned  in  having  those  who  prepare  food  for  sale 
understand  the  reasons  for  our  requests.  This  method  may  be 
apparently  slow,  but  it  is  sure. 

As  recorded  in  my  last  report,  Mr.  W.  A.  Austwick,  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector,  died  in  August.  Mr.  Pattinson  carried 
the  whole  burden  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  work  (including 
a seven-day-a-week  attendance  at  the  Abattoir)  for  ten  months.  In 
July,  1958,  Mr.  Pritchard  took  up  duties  as  Second  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

In  July  this  year,  the  County  Council  provided  a fifth  Clerk 
—Mr.  E.  Evans-Hughes,  who  has  relieved  Mrs.  Storrs  of  most  of 
the  Ambulance  Control  work  and  so  allowed  her  to  give  more 
attention  to  general  work  of  the  office. 

I feel  that  the  Department  is  now  equipped  to  deal  with  its 
work  in  a manner  that  has  been  impossible  for  a number  of  years, 
and  we  are  a happy  team. 

This  office  not  only  deals  with,  the  work  of  the  Colwyn  Bay 
Health  Department,  but  also  work  concerning  the  Abergele  and 
Aled  Councils  and  of  course  there  is  much  work  done  for  the 
County  Council.  Here  we  have  a useful  and  successful  co-ordination 
of  all  the  preventive  medicine  work  of  the  area. 

I would  wish  finally,  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
encouragement  and  stimulation  received  from  you,  Mr.  Chairman.

These  figures  show  a considerable  rise  in  the  birth-rate.  There 
wei'i  more  babies  born  to  Colwyn  Bay  women  in  1957  than  in  any 
year  since  1925 — except  for  those  years  when  the  population  was 
swo!  en  by  evacuees. 

There  were  9 infant  lives  lost  within  four  weeks  of  birth  (4 
still -births)  and  5 deaths  within  4 weeks  after  birth.  Last  year  there 
were  10  such  deaths  (7  still-births  and  3 neo-natal  deaths),  there- 
fore the  increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  not  really 
significant.

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These  figures  do  not  differ  substantially  from  those  of  last 
year.  Disease  of  heart  and  circulation,  with  coronary  disease  again 
taking  an  increasing  share,  is  as  usual  the  main  cause  of  death. 
Deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  only  record  deaths  of  Colwyn 
Bay  residents  and  does  not  include  motorists  passing  through  the 
town.

The  Registrar-General’s  totals  allocate  439  deaths — 15 
deaths  more  than  my  local  records  show.  This  is  probably  due  to 
differences  in  interpretation  of  domicile.  Persons  whose  homes  are 
considered  to  be  in  Colwyn  Bay  are  allocated  to  Colwyn  Bay 
returns  no  matter  where  they  die  in  Britain  and  vice  versa. 

The  table  shows  that  80  per  cent,  of  those  who  died  were 
over  65  years  of  age.

1.  Laboratory  Provisions.

come  very  quickly.

(b)  Pathological  and  Biochemical : 


The  Pathological  laboratories  attached  to  the  local  hospitals, 
examine  such  specimens  as  are  sent  to  them  by  doctors. 

(c)  Water: 

Water  is  examined  in  three  ways — chemical,  bacteriological 
and  colour  test  for  residual  chlorine. 


(i)  Chemical  tests:  Analysis  of  water  for  chemical  content  is 
done  at  the  Assay  Office,  Chester.  The  series  of  tests  done,  give 
guidance  as  to  contamination  at  the  gathering  ground.  It  indicates 
the  presence  of  organic  matter  and  its  products  but  not  of  bacteria.

The  above  Chemical  analysis  is  satisfactory.  The  trace  of  iron  rust 
is  probably  derived  from  the  pipes.

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(ii)  Bacteriological  tests:  These  are  taken  at  the  point  of 
delivery.  They  show  the  presence  or  absence  of  living  organisms 
at  the  point  of  delivery  into  the  house.  They  are  the  most 
important  tests  because  they  indicate  existing  danger.  26  samples 
were  sent  during  1957. 

(iii)  Chlorine  residual  tests:  These  are  made  by  the  Borough 
Water  Engineer.  They  indicate  whether  there  is  chlorine  present 
in  the  water  delivered  to  houses  and  show  whether  or  not  the 
quantity  of  chlorine  added  for  purification  purposes  is  excessive  or 
inadequate.  The  test  takes  a few  seconds  to  carry  out. 

(d)  Milk: 

The  County  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the 
testing  of  milk  at  the  point  of  production— farms  and  pasteurising 
plants.  Such  testing  is  of  relatively  little  importance  as  the  essential 
need  is  that  good,  safe  milk  be  delivered  to  the  homes  of  consumers. 
It  is  to  secure  the  latter  consideration  that  the  Colwyn  Bay  Public 
Health  Inspector  took  322  samples  at  the  Dairies  and  at  point  of 
sale  during  the  year. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

There  has  been  no  important  variation  in  the  ambulance 
service  during  the  year.  Seven  ambulances  stationed  as  follows — 
Colwyn  Bay  (3),  Abergele  (1),  Denbigh  (1),  Llangerniew  (1)  and 
Llanrwst  (1)  are  administered  from  the  Health  Department.  These 
are  available  for  the  transport  of  persons  to  and  from  hospital. 
During  the  year,  it  was  necessary  to  arrange  for  the  transport  of 
6,514  patients  involving  9,001  journeys. 

These  numbers  grow  and  constant  checking  of  need  is 
required  to  prevent  use  being  made  of  the  service  by  persons  who 
do  not  need  it — aye,  by  those  who  would  be  better  without  it.  The 
need  for  stringency  must  be  obvious  when  the  above  figures  are 
studied.  There  are  days  when  over  40  persons  must  be  collected, 
taken  to  hospital  and  later  taken  home — most  of  these  are  taken 
for  treatment,  massage,  heat.  etc.  They  ought  not  to  expect  to  take 
priority  over  sudden  emergencies  or  even  to  receive  prompt  attention 
if  the  ambulance  is  summoned  to  a road  accident  case.  They  must 
wait.  Some  are  understanding  and  appreciate  the  great  need  of 
others;  some  are  despicably  selfish. 
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The  Ambulance  drivers  and  attendants  in  the  Colwyn  Bay 
Voluntary  Ambulance  Corps  show  an  example.  During  1957  not 
one  of  them  received  a single  penny  for  work  with  the  ambulance 
— their  work  was  strictly  voluntary.  Between  them  the  men  spent 
7,230  hours  actually  dealing  with  cases  and  many  times  that  total 
“ standing  by.”

the  Abergele  and  Llangerniew  ambulances  which  have  full-time 
paid  drivers  by  day.  Long  distance  transport  has  been  reduced  by 
a greater  use  of  railways.  The  British  Railway  Commission  has 
organised  a magificent  service  whereby  patients  in  need  of  long 
distance  transport  are  conveyed  in  comfort — a side  of  a compart- 
ment being  used  as  a bed  and  the  other  side  reserved  for  the 
attendant.  At  stations — and  especially  at  junction  stations — the  care 
and  attention  given  is  most  considerate. 

Infectious  cases  are  conveyed  by  an  ambulance  stationed  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  Colwyn  Bay. 

First  Aid: 

The  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  attend  at 
Sports  meetings,  shows  and  other  meetings  where  first  aid  might 
be  needed.  They  gave  2,014  hours  to  this  service  during  1957 
attending  434  persons  (of  whom  five  were  taken  to  hospital). 
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A service  that  merits  special  mention  is  the  provision  and 
staffing  of  the  First  Aid  Post  on  the  Promenade  from  Whit  week 
until  the  end  of  September. 

Clinics : 

Clinics  are  held  as  follows  : — 

(a)  At  Colwyn  Bay  Clinic,  \Nant-y-Qlyn  Road.

This  is  provided  by  a volutary  committee  but  meets 
in  the  Clinic  premises  and  co-ordinates  its  work  with 
other  work  of  the  Health  Department.

Wednesday  : 

(3)  Toddlers’  Clinic  at  2 p.m.  by  appointment  made  at 
the  Tuesday  Clinic  or  through  the  Health  Visitor. 

(4)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  for  schoolchildren — by 
appointment. 

(5)  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  schoolchildren — by  appoint- 
ment. 

Thursday  : 

(6)  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  10  a.m.  alternate  weeks. 

Friday  : 

(7)  Ante-Natal  Clinic  alternate  weeks  at  2 p.m. 

A meeting  of  mothers  of  pre-school  children  is  held  in  the 
Clinic  every  Monday  evening  during  the  winter  months  when  talks, 
lessons  and  demonstrations  on  subjects  of  particular  interest  to 
mothers  are  given.

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  town. 

Water  Supply: 

There  is  no  change  to  record  in  thje  water  supply.  There  is 
no  shortage  of  water  at  the  gathering  grounds.  Such  problems  as 
exist  are  concerned  with  delivery  into  the  area.  I understand 
there  are  grave  engineering  inadequacies  that  are  being  faced  and 
which  will  no  doubt  lead  to  a considerable  amount  of  work  being 
done  in  the  near  future.  Such  work  will  entail  the  laying  of  new 
mains  and  replacing  of  old  ones. 

There  are  still  152  houses  not  receiving  water  from  the  town 
mains. 


It  is  necessary  to  carry  water  in  tanks  to  outlying  farms  in 
the  drier  months  of  the  year.

There  were  283  notifications  in  1956 — 236  being  cases  of 
measles.  One  significant  point  is  that  there  were  26  cases  of 
whooping  cough.  This  indicates  either  the  protection  by  immunisa- 
tion was  absent  or,  in  the  older  children,  has  wained.  This  disease 
has  been  so  well  controlled  during  the  past  decade  that  parents 
are  not  alive  to  its  terrors  and  are,  as  a result,  not  so  keen  on 
immunisation.  215  children  received  primary  treatment  and  312 
had  “ booster  ” doses. 

The  desire  for  protection  again  poliomyelitis  is  most 
encouraging.  I estimate  that  when  all  existing  applications  have 
been  dealt  with  about  90  per  cent,  of  children  between  5 months 
and  15  years  will  be  protected.  Almost  100  per  cent,  of  the  children 
at  the  local  schools  have  been  treated  (i.e.  by  July,  1958). 

164  children  received  primary  vaccination  again  smallpox — 
i.e.  65  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis : 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  against  any  person 
employed  in  the  milk  trade  or  to  require  the  removal  of  any 
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person  to  hospital  (under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  1925  and 
the  Public  Health  Acts).

The  search  for  tuberculosis  continues  unabated. 

The  Mass  Radiograpphy  Unit  paid  special  visits  to  Old 
Colwyn  where  535  persons  were  examined.  Of  these,  32  (5.98  per 
cent.)  were  found  to  have  an  abnormality  (6  of  these  were  tuber- 
cular and  the  remainder  had  healed  tubercular  lesions,  bony 
deformities  and  other  non-tubercular  lung  conditions,  e.g. 
bronchiectasis,  fibrosis,  pleural  thickening,  etc.). 

Penrhos  College  and  Rydal  School  were  also  visited  when 
699  pupils  and  staff  were  X-Rayed — 16  of  these  were  referred  to 
the  Chest  Physician  and  another  17  were  found  to  have  non- 
tubercular  abnormalities. 

Colwyn  Bay  Grammar  School  and  Pendorlan  Modern 
Secondary  Schools  were  not  visited. 

A “ static  ” Unit  visits  the  Clinic,  Nant-y-Glyn  Road  every 
third  Wednesday  when  any  person  who  wishes  may  attend  for  a 
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check.  The  Unit  is  open  10.30  to  noon  2 — 4 p.m.  and  5 — 7 p.m. 
Cards  showing  the  dates  have  been  distributed  throughout  the  town.

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It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  19  new  notifications  in  1957, 
but  25  were  taken  off  (3  of  these  due  to  death).  This  gives  some 
indication  of  the  effect  of  modern  therapy.  Tuberculosis  is  no 
longer  the  grave  disease  causing  long  illness  and  ultimate  death 
that  it  was  twenty  years  ago. 

In  July,  1957,  207  children  of  13  years  of  age  at  the 
Pendorlan  Modern  and  Golwyn  Bay  Grammar  Schools  were  sub- 
jected to  Tuberculin  tests.  Thirty  of  these  were  positive  and  were 
immunised  by  being  given  B.G.G.  and  specially  X-Rayed.

Regard  has  also  been  given  to  the  transportation  by  road  of 
meat,  confectionery,  etc.,  and  attention  has  had  to  be  drawn  in 
particular  to  bad  handling  of  produce.  Vehicle  design  and  con- 
struction for  food  transport  has  improved  very  considerably. 
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MILK  SUPPLIES 

Colwyn  Bay  is  a scheduled  area.  All  milk  sold  by  retail  must 
be  designated  and  bottled,  at  the  place  of  production. 

This  has  meant  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of 
dairies  operating  in  the  town,  and  such  dairies  as  remain  active 
are  of  modern  construction  and  very  well  maintained. 

The  condition  in  which  milk  bottles  are  returned  to  the 
dairies  is,  as  always,  very  unsatisfactory.  One  wonders  why  the 
simple  expedient  of  rinsing  a used  milk  bottle  in  cold  water  and 
then  in  hot  water  before  returning  to  the  dairy  should  so  often 
be  neglected  by  not  only  the  housewife,  but  also  by  the  larger 
establishments,  hotels,  etc.,  and  also  by  quite  a number  of  the 
schools. 

The  Education  Authorities  could  be  of  great  assistance  in  this 
respect  if  instructions  were  given  that  all  children  partaking  of 
milk  at  school  should  rinse  and  clean  their  own  emptied  bottle 
before  recrating  for  collection,  and  thus  create  what  one  hopes 
would  become  a life-long  habit. 

Milk  coming  into  the  Borough  for  Pasteurisation  is  sampled 
regularly  on  arrival  at  the  dairies.  It  is  very  evident  from  the 
amount  of  milk  which  is  being  rejected  on  arrival  by  the  dairies 
that  the  supervision  of  milk  production  methods  and  the  condition 
of  cowsheds  and  dairies  on  certain  farms  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
The  Dairy  Officials  insist  that  there  has  been  a definite  increase 
in  the  amount  of  unsatisfactory  milk  brought  to  the  unloading 
docks  of  recent  years,  and  have  expressed  regret  that  the  Local 
Authorities’  Health  Department  cannot  give  them  the  help  which 
they  readily  availed  themselves  of  in  the  past.

ICE  CREAM,  ETC. 


The  bulk  of  the  retailers  in  the  Borough  now  deal  only  in 
pre-packed  ice-cream  and  the  number  of  manufacturers  has  fallen 
to  2,  all  of  whom  prepare  a complete  cold-mix  proprietary  brand 
ice-cream.

This  grading  is  “ provisional  ” and  is  not  a statutory  grading. 
Notwithstanding  this  fact,  ice-cream  dealers  are  co-operating 
willingly  to  ensure  that  the  public  receive  a.  commodity  of  a good 
bacterial  standard.  Samples  under  grades  3 and  4 were  mainly 
from  two  manufacturers  outside  the  town.  Concentration  on  these 
producers  eventually  resulted  in  the  production  of  satisfactory 
products. 

Six  samples  of  Lolly  Ices  were  also  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  all  6 were  found  to  be  of  a satisfactory 
standard. 

Results  of  all  samples  are  sent  to  producers  and  retailers.  Any 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  immediately  investigated  and  suggested 
improvements  were  readily  carried  out. 

ORAiNGE  JUICE 

Orange  juice  is  manufactured  by  one  Dairy.  The  whole 
process  of  cleansing,  peeling,  extracting,  processing,  freezing  and 
bottling  is  carried  out  in  a specially  constructed  building. 

6 samples  submitted  to  Conway  Public  Health  Laboratory — 
results  : all  sterile. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 

Eight  permanent  caravan  sites  are  licensed  by  the  Local 
Authority  and  the  condition  attached  to  these  licences  by  the 
Council  have,  in  the  main,  been  carried  out  by  the  owners. 

All  sites  have  been  well  maintained,  having  been  found  to  be 
clean  and  tidy  at  all  times.  Co-operation  with  the  owners  has  been 
very  good,  except  with  regard  to  the  moving  of  the  vans  to  winter 
quarters. 

All  organised  camps,  i.e.  Scouts,  Boys’  Brigade,  etc.,  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  have  been  extremely  well  run  and 
maintained. 

Lack  of  mains  water  supply  in  the  Nant-y-Glyn  area  neces- 
sitated all  drinking  water  being  boiled  by  campers  in  this  district. 

Number  of  visits  to  Camps,  etc.  : 138. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

15  visits  have  been  made  to  investigate  complaints  re  smoke 
nuisances  from  factories.  Managements  have  been  very  co-operative 
and  in  each  case  every  effort  has  been  made  to  prevent  repetition 

of  the  nuisance. 

In  almost  every  case,  the  trouble  has  been  caused  by  unsatis- 
factory coal  supply.  It  would  appear  to  be  impossible  for  manage- 
ments to  obtain  a regular  supply  of  the  grade  of  coal  they  require 
for  each  particular  installation. 

SWIMMING  POOL,  RHOS-ON-SEA 

This  swimming  pool  is  owned  by  a private  company. 

The  sea  water  is  subjected  to  constant  treatment,  filtration, 
chlorination  and  aeration.  Regular  samples  are  taken  by  my 
Department  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  spot  tests  for 
residual  chlorine  are  carried  out  by  the  Manager  at  regular 
intervals  throughout  each  day. 

The  pool  floor  is  scrubbed  and  vacuumed  daily.  The  dressing 
rooms,  pool  surrounds,  etc.,  cafe  and  kitchen  are  kept  in  satisfactory 
condition  by  constant  attention  and  careful  supervision. 

Nine  samples  of  pool  water  were  submitted  to  Conway  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  and  eight  proved  satisfactory; 
one  being  slightly  below  normal. 
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PUBLIC  PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

All  places  of  entertainment  requiring  Singing,  Music  and 
Dancing  Licences,  have  been  inspected  at  least  once  during  the 
year  and  requisite  certificates  that  the  premises  were  satisfactory 
were  sent  to  the  Licensing  Magistrates.

HOUSING  SURVEY 

As  required  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  a 
housing  survey  of  the  Borough  was  completed. 

The  houses  were  placed  into  three  main  categories  : — 

A.  Houses  which  can  be  considered  for  demolition  either  as 
individually  unfit  houses  or  as  clearance  areas  within  the 
reasonably  near  future,  or  for  closing  orders. 

B.  Sub-standard  houses  which  are  unsatisfactory  and  in- 
capable of  being  brought  up  to  standard  type  and  should 
be  considered  for  demolition  after  the  previous  group  has 
been  dealt  with. 

C.  Sub-standard  houses  which  are  capable  of  being  brought 
up  to  reasonable  standard  by  fairly  extensive  alterations 
improvements,  i.e.  provision  of  bathrooms,  etc. 

Work  is  advanced  on  clearing  unfit  properties  in  Group  A. 
This  is,  however,  restricted  by  the  number  of  council  houses  now 
made  available  by  the  Housing  Committee.  B.  and  C.  : Many 
houses  are  no  longer  in  these  categories,  as  they  have  been  brought 
up  to  a satisfactory  standard  by  their  respective  owners  with  or 
without  grant  aid. 

OVERCROWDING 

Under  our  present  system  of  pointing  which  was  adopted  in 
1949,  the  position  with  regard  to  overcrowding  in  the  Borough  is 
being  brought  up  to  date  and  our  cases  are  gradually  being  dealt 
with  in  order  of  severity. 

Overcrowding  is  considered  under  two  headings  and  points 
are  awarded  under  : 

(a)  Local  standard — bedrooms  (area  and  separation  of  Sexes) 
only  taken  into  account. 
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(b)  Statutory  overcrowding — bedrooms  and  living  rooms 
taken  into  account  according  to  Housing  Act,  1936, 
standards. 

Overcrowded  cases  are  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee who,  after  considering  each  case  on  its  merits  may  recom- 
mend it  to  the  Housing  Committee  for  their  special  consideration.

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR

at  the  Municipal  Abattoir  and  in  particular  by  the  F.M.C. 
Slaughtering  now  takes  place  seven  days  a,  week  and  to  ensure 
100  per  cent,  inspection  of  the  meat  it  is  now  necessary  for  the 
inspectorate  to  work  every  Sunday.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Collection : 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  by  a staff 
of  thirty-five  men  and  with  seven  vehicles. 

The  staff  are  allocated  as  follows  : — 

Foreman. 

Five  drivers  and  18  collectors  for  Household 
refuse. 
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One  driver  and  3 collectors  for  Trade  refuse. 

One  mechanic. 

Two  Tip  attendants. 

Four  salvage  balers. 

The  vehicles  are  all  Karrier  side  loading  vehicles,  one  of  12 
cu.  yds.;  four  of  10  cu.  yds.;  and  two  of  7 cu.  yds.  capacity. 

The  tip  is  maintained  by  a Fordson  half-truck  bulldozer-cum- 
shovel. 

The  maintenance  of  a regular  seven-day  collection  of  refuse 
with  the  present  establishment  is  no  longer  possible  and  the  Health 
Committee  have  before  them  a report  on  the  position. 

Disposal : 

The  existing  land  for  tipping  at  Bron-y-Nant  is  now  entirely 
covered  and  the  Department  transferred  in  September  to  Bryn 
Euryn  Quarry  which  will  not  contain  us  for  very  long. 

The  Committee  are  in  the  process  of  negotiating  for  suitable 
sites  and  the  need  now  is  very  urgent. 

Until  the  tip  site  has  been  located  it  is  not  easy  to  commence 
improving  the  service  as  newer  larger  type  compacting  vehicles, 
paying  fewer  visits  to  the  tip,  will,  together  with  more  men  and  a 
regulated  type  refuse  bin,  have  to  be  considered  in  order  to  re- 
establish a weekly  service. 

SALVAGE 

Unfortunately  we  have  been  restricted  during  the  year  to  the 
amount  of  waste  paper  which  would  be  accepted  by  The  Thames 
Board  Mills.  Our  Quota  being  504  tons. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  is  only  a temporary  restriction. 

The  amount  of  other  scrap  collected  is  less  too  and  the  prices 
paid  are  also  less,  but  the  Department  has  been  able  to  increase 
the  income  by  separating  the  paper  salvage  into  two  grades — 
tc  mixed  paper  ” and  “ fibre-board  ” as  there  is  more  paid  for  the 
latter  grade. 

Our  incentive  Bonus  Scheme  remains  the  same  and  is  very 
helpful  as  well  as  popular  with  the  outdoor  staff. 
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The  outdoor  staff  receive  : — 

(a)  10  per  cent,  of  gross  salvage  income  up  to  first  GO 
tons  per  3 months. 

(b)  20  per  cent,  of  gross  salvage  income  above  that 
tonnage. 

Contraries,  such  as  razor  blades,  broken  glass  and  crockery,  are 
constantly  found  mixed  up  in  salvage  and  are  obviously  a serious 
menace  to  our  staff  who  must  handle  this  material  during  collection 
and  baling.  We  really  would  appreciate  more  consideration  and 
help  from  householders  when  putting  out  salvage  for  collection. 

Almost  all  our  tradesmen  co-operate  very  well  indeed  in  main- 
taining a clean  safe  salvage  and  free  collections  and  special  calls 
are  made  whenever  requested. 

The  Department  does  not  make  a separate  collection  of  kitchen 
waste.  We  do  take  interest  in  waste  food  salvage,  however,  and 
are  alv/ays  willing  to  help  pig  and  poultry  breeders,  etc.,  to  get 
into  touch  with  possible  sources  of  kitchen  waste,  such  as  cafes, 
restaurants,  boarding  houses,  etc.
